AN ACT Relating to extending tire replacenent fees; anmending RCW
70. 95. 510, 70.95.521, 70.95.530, and 70.95.555; adding a new section to
chapter 70.95 RCW and creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature restates its goal to fully
clean up unauthorized waste tire piles in Washington state in an
expedi tious fashion. In partnership with [ocal governnents and the
private sector, the |egislature encourages ongoing efforts to prevent
the creation of future unauthorized waste tire piles. The |egislature
notes a positive trend in tire recycling in recent years and encour ages
all parties to continue these strong recycling efforts.

Sec. 2. RCW70.95.510 and 2005 ¢ 354 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) There is levied a one dollar per tire fee on the retail sale of
new repl acenent vehicle tires ((fer—a—periodoffive years—begihn-hg
Juby—31,—20065)). The fee inposed in this section ((shalHt)) nust be paid
by the buyer to the seller, and each seller shall collect from the
buyer the full anount of the fee. The fee collected fromthe buyer by
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the seller less the ten percent anount retained by the seller as
provided in RCW 70.95.535(1) ((shalt)) nust be paid to the departnent
of revenue in accordance with RCW 82. 32. 045.

(2) The departnment of revenue shall incorporate into the agency's
regul ar audit cycle a reconciliation of the nunber of tires sold and
the anmobunt of revenue collected by the businesses selling new
repl acenent vehicle tires at retail. The departnment of revenue shall
coll ect on the business excise tax return fromthe businesses selling
new repl acenment vehicle tires at retail

(a) The nunber of tires sold; and

(b) The fee levied in this section.

(3) Al other applicable provisions of chapter 82.32 RCW have ful
force and application wth respect to the fee inposed under this
section. The departnent of revenue shall adm nister this section.

(4) For the purposes of this section, "new replacenent vehicle
tires" neans tires that are newly manufactured for vehicle purposes and
does not include retreaded vehicle tires.

Sec. 3. RCW70.95.521 and 2005 ¢ 354 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:
The waste tire renoval account is created in the state treasury.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 70.95 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Al receipts fromtire fees inposed under RCW 70. 95. 510, except
as provided in subsection (2) of this section, nust be deposited in the
waste tire renoval account created under RCW 70.95.521. Mneys in the
account may be spent only after appropriation. Expenditures fromthe
account nmay be used for the cleanup of unauthorized waste tire piles
and neasures that prevent future accunul ation of unauthorized waste
tire piles.
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(2) On July 1st of odd-nunbered years, the state treasurer nust
transfer any cash balance in excess of one mllion dollars from the
waste tire renoval account created under RCW 70.95.521 to the notor
vehicle account for the purpose of road wear related naintenance on
state and | ocal public hi ghways.

Sec. 5. RCW70.95.530 and 2005 ¢ 354 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Moneys in the waste tire renoval account nmay be appropriated to
t he departnent of ecol ogy:

(a) To provide for funding to state and | ocal governnments for the
renoval of discarded vehicle tires fromunauthorized tire dunp sites;
and

(b) To acconplish the other purposes of RCW 70.95.020 as they
relate to waste tire cleanup under this chapter((+—and

Sept enber first of even-nunbered vyears, the departnent of ecol ogy shal

provide a report to the house and senate transportation committees on
the progress being made on the cleanup of unauthorized waste tire piles
in the state and efforts underway to prevent the formation of future
unaut hori zed waste tire piles. The report should detail any additiona
unaut horized waste tire piles discovered since the last report and
present a plan to clean up these new unauthorized waste tire piles if
they have not already done so, as well as include a listing of
aut horized waste tire piles and transporters. The report shall also
include the status of funds available to the program and a needs
assessnent of the program On Septenber 1, 2008, the departnent shal
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al so make recommendations to the commttees for an ongoing programto
prevent the formation of future unauthorized waste tire piles. Such a
program if required, nust include joint efforts with | ocal governnents
and the tire industry.

Sec. 6. RCW70.95.555 and 2005 ¢ 354 s 6 are each anended to read
as follows:

Any person engaged in the business of transporting or storing waste
tires shall be licensed by the departnent. To obtain a license, each
appl i cant nust:

(1) Provide assurances that the applicant is in conpliance wth
this chapter and the rules regarding waste tire storage and
transportation;

(2) Accept liability for and authorize the departnent to recover
any costs incurred in any cleanup of waste tires transported or newy
stored by the applicant in violation of this section, or RCW70. 95. 560,
70.95. 515, or 70.95.570, or rules adopted thereunder, after July 1,
2005;

£4)y)) After January 1, 2006, for waste tires transported or stored
before July 1, 2005, or for waste tires transported or stored after
July 1, 2005, post a bond in an anmount to be determned by the
departnent sufficient to cover the liability for the cost of cleanup of
the transported or stored waste tires, in favor of the state of
Washi ngt on. In lieu of the bond, the applicant may submt financi al
assurances acceptable to the departnent;

((65))) (4) Be registered in the state of WAashi ngton as a busi ness
and be in conpliance with all state |aws, rules, and | ocal ordinances;

((66))) (5) Have a federal tax identification nunber and be in
conpliance with all applicable federal codes and regul ati ons; and

((6H)) (6) Report annually to the departnment the anmount of tires
transported and their disposition. Failure to report shall result in
revocation of the |icense.
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
